S1. Loris, Sept. 1.—The conference
of labor leaders of the coantry was
productive  of several sensational
speeches and many resolutions, yet no
decisive action was taken in the princi-
pal matter for which the gnthering was
summoned—the abolishment of gov-
ernment by injunction. The conven-
tion, which had been announced us the
last one of its kind to be held, while
adjourming sin« die, has merely post-
poned action on the matters hefore it
three weeks, as o call for a stlar con-
ferenc, to be held in Chicage Monday
Sept. 27, was issaed.

'i’ruu it 15, the convention ordered its
chuirmnn, Mr. Prescott of the Interna-
tiona! Fypographical union, to reguest
President Mcohinley in the name of
this convention to call 8 gpecinl session
of congress for the parpose of ‘‘detin-
ing the authority of judges in the mat-
ter of injuncrions,”’ but as the presi-
dens will hardly receive the communi-
cation in thme to convene congress 1in
three weeks, even should he consider
the matter favorably. the Chicago gath-

ering may take action which wouald
render this move vold or to decide
action in another manner. Mr. Debs

and Rocial Democraey dominated the
convantion and the f.mous labor leader
carried the gathering off 1its feet in one
of his characteristic speeches.

A resolution, introduced by Mr.
Muhon of Detroit, cailing upon all
miners now &t work to desert their
posts. and serming them enemies of
human hberty solong as they remained
on duaty, wor adopted.

The rsointions adopted say thas the
Judiciary has usurped the power of
government ; that 1t 18 fruitless to ap
peal to courts or congress, 45 both ure
under the control of the capitalistic
class, so that it has come to pass in
this “‘free country'' that while cattle
amri swihe have s right on the public

highways, Americans, socalled free-
men, have not.

Whereasg, Our capitaliatle class, as is
